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Death oasis HINI flu 


confirmed i in Health District | 


First death related to H1N1 flu in Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet, and Otsego counties 


Public health officials were informed late yesterday 
that an adult male from their four-county Health District 
Wied from complications of H1N1 (swine) flu. Following 
death from influenza, or any communicable disease, the 
Health Department follows a strict confidentiality policy to 
protect families’ privacy; county of residence, age, etc., and 
are not released to the public. 

“’ “Sadly, we have learned a northwest Michigan resident 
has succumbed to illness associated with the flu. We extend 
our deepest sympathy to the family, friends and other loved 
ones,” said Joshua Meyerson, MD, Medical Director for the 
Health Department of Northwest Michigan. 

“While most cases of flu in Michigan and nationwide 
have been less severe, this news demonstrates how serious 
influenza can be? he said. 

As of November 17, the last time statistics were up- 
dated, Michigan Department of Community Health re- 
ported 38 confirmed cases of H1N1 influenza related 
deaths in the state, with victims ranging in age from. 6 
months to 73 years of age. 

‘Those that are at the highest risk F suffering severe 
complications from flu are pregnant women, children less 

‘than two years old, and people with chronic health condi- 
tions. People who are at high risk of complications and get 


the flu should call their doctor and discuss the use of an an- 


tiviral medication, such as Tamiflu. 

"We know that any type of influenza can cause serious 
‘iiiness and death, especially in people with certain underly- 
ing health conditions," said Meyerson. "It's important to re- 
mind everyone how important it is to take simple 


precautions that can reduce your chances of getting and 
spreading the flu.” 


These steps include: 

Wash your hands frequently with soap and warm 
water or use an alcohol-based hand sanitizer. 

Cover your cough with a tissue or cough into your 
inner elbow and not into your hands. 

Stay home from work if you are sick and keep your 
children home from school until 24 hours after their fever 
has gone away without medicines - 

Get an HIN1 flu vaccination if you are in a “vaccine 
priority group”. 

HIN1 flu vaccination appointments are now available 
for free at Health Department offices in 

Bellaire, Mancelona, Charlevoix, and Gaylord. Call 
the Health Department at 800-432-4121 during regular 
business hours to schedule an appointment. 

The Health Department is also currently investigating 
an unrelated death in the four-county service area which 
may have also been due to complications related to HIN1 
flu.

The Best Time 
to Quit Smoking 
is Now 


According to the Centers for Disease Control (CDC) &. 
Prevention, more people die from lung cancer than any other 
type of cancer. In Michigan, an estimated 8,190 people will | 


' be diagnosed with lung cancer this a with an estimated 


5,840 dying of the disease. 

“The great news is that many lung cancers can be pre- 
vented, and the most important thing you can do to prevent 
lung cancer is to not start smoking or to quit if you currently 
smoke,” said Erika Van Dam, Family & Community Health 
Services Supervisor from the Health Department of North- 
west Michigan, who coordinates the local Tobacco Reduction 
Coalition. 

' Michigan ranks 19th in the nation in lung cancer deaths; 


: 32 states have lower rates. According to the CDC, inthe US. 


about 90% of lung cancer deaths in men and almost 80% of 
lung cancer deaths in women are due to smoking. Each year, 
smoking accounts for an estimated 443,000 premature deaths; 
including 38,000 deaths among nonsmokers as a result of sec- 


-ondhand smoke, Half of all Americans who continue to 


smoke will die from smoking-related diseases. 

“Fortunately, it is never too late to quit smoking, and 
quitting smoking today can reduce your risk,” said VanDam. 

Secondhand smoke causes lung cancer as well. The U.S. 
Surgeon General has concluded that there is no safe level of 
exposure to secondhand smoke. In the Health Department's 
four-county service area, 24 non-smokers die every year from 
secondhand smoke, Van Dam said. “That’s why we work in 
the community to promote smokefree environments, includ- 
ing smokefree workplaces and apartment buildings,” she said.. 

Research shows that people who stop smoking before age 
50 can cut their risk of dying in the next 15 years in half com- 
pared with those who continue to smoke. Smokers who quit . 
also reduce their risk of lung cancer. Ten years after quitting, 
the lung cancer death rate is about half that of a continuing 


smoker. Some of the health effects of quitting are almost in- 
-stant, too. For example, heart rate and blood pressure drop — 


just 20 minutes. after quitting. 
Some tips to quit smoking so you can reduce your 

risk of cancer are: 

Pick the date you are committing to quit and mark it on’ 
your calendar. 

Tell friends and family about your Quit Day and ask for 
help and support on your decision to quit. 

Throw away all the cigarettes and ashtrays in your home, 


_ car, and place of work. 


Stock up on oral substitutes - sugarless gum. carrot sticks, 
and/or hard candy. 

Decide on a plan. Will you use gums, patches or other _ 
medicines? Will you attend a stop-smoking class? If so, sign 
up now. . 

Go to www.michigan.gov/tobacco for help and support.

Our lives do not just seem better 
when we are happy, they actually be- . 
come better, according to a 2005 analy- 


- sis of hundreds of psychological studies. 
- Happy people tend to have longer; more 


loving marriages... are healthier... live 
an average of seven to nine years longer 
than chronically unhappy people... and. 
have more successful careers, According 


to one study, happy college graduates 


had annual salaries $25,000 higher than 


‘unhappy graduates 16 years after gradu- 


ation. 
While an endless procession of self- 
help gurus have claimed to know the 


| path to happiness, psychological studies 


generally have failed to confirm that 
proposed happiness strategies actually 
work. | 

One notable exception: Research con- 
ducted in the past decade appears to in- 
dicate that we can become happier by 
feeling more gratitude. 

Bottom Line Secrets interviewed 
Robert A. Emmons, PhD, professor of 
psychology, University of California, 
Davis..A leading scholar of positive psy- 
chology, he is author of Thanks!

- What is. "gratitude" to a psychologist? 


_ Insimple terms, gratitude is our affir- 


‘mation of a benefit that we have re- ~ 


ceived and our recognition that this | 
benefit has come to us from outside of 
ourselves. 


You say that becoming more grateful © 


will make us happier. How do we know 
that it isn't the other way around -- hap- 
piness creates gratitude? 

Our research suggests that increases 
in happiness do not lead to increases in 
gratitude, but that increases in gratitude 


_ do in fact increase happiness. We de- 


signed a study to test this. Participants 
were divided into two groups, each of 
which were initially equally happy. 
Members of one of these groups were

asked to write in a journal the things 


that they were grateful for, which made. - 

. them more conscious of and grateful for 
_ the good fortune that came their way. 
_At the end of the study, the journal- 


keeping group was 25% happier than 
members of the group that did not keep 
gratitude journals. 

Why does feeling gaits a us 


~ happier? 


Primarily, I believe, it is because grat- 
itude increases our sense of connection 
to other people. Having strong relation- 
ships is the single best predictor of hap- 
piness, and our relationships become — 
stronger wher we acknowledge the sup- 
port we receive from those around us. 
Acknowledging the support we receive 
from others provides us with confirma- 
tion that we have value in other people’s 
eyes. Gratitude also buffers us from 
envy, resentment and regret, emotions 
that inhibit happiness. 

Why do people often have trouble 
being grateful for what they have? 

Lots of reasons. Most of us are fortu- 
nate to have pretty good lives, so our 
default reaction might be to take the 
benefits that come our way for granted. 
Consumerism and other cultural pres- 
sures can foster a sense that we deserve 
even more than we have. Our desire to 
see ourselves as self-sufficient makes it 
difficult to admit that someone else has 
helped us. And admitting gratitude can 
create uncomfortable feelings of indebt- 
edness. 

Can we consciously choose to ce 
come more grateful and thus happier? 

Yes, I do believe it is a choice. Chroni- 


cally unhappy people do not greatly dif- ° 


fer from happy people in terms of their 
life circumstances -- they just approach 


life with a different set of attitudes. Un- ... 
happy people tend to see themselves as 
_ victims of their past, and feel entitled or 


exaggeratedly deserving when good for- 
tune comes their way. Happy people are 
thankful that good things happen to 
them -- even though their lives might 


_ be no better than those of the unhappy 


people next door. We cannot always 
alter the events of our lives, but we can 
alter our attitudes. 


What, specifically, can we do to be- 


’ come more grateful? 


Make an effort to speak about your 
life using words of gratitude even if you 
do not feel very grateful. Though it 
seems counterintuitive, we can become 
more grateful by forcing ourselves to 
feign gratefulness that we do not ini- 
tially feel. Speak in terms of gifts and 


givers, not regrets and setbacks. Refer to |

QU ESTI 0 N: How can I acquaint o twelve- | 


year-old with the need for.responsible behavior throughout 
his life? He is desperately in need of this understanding. 


DR. DOBSON: One important objective dur- 


ing the preadolescent period is to teach the child that actions 
have inevitable consequences. One of the most serious casu- 
alties in a permissive society is the failure to connect those 
two factors, behavior and consequences. A three-year-old 
child screams insults at his mother, but Mom stands blinking 
her eyes in confusion. A first grader defies his teacher, but 
the school makes allowances for his age and takes no action. 
A ten-year-old is caught stealing candy in a store but is re- 
leased to the recognizance of her parents. A fifteen-year-old 
sneaks the keys to the family car, but her father pays the fine 
when she is arrested. A seventeen-year-old drives his Chevy 
like a maniac, and his parents pay for the repairs when he 


have occurred.

_ Make every day a day of thankagiting | 
_ and you may live a happier life. 


Thus, it is feeble for a young man or woman to . 
enter adult life not really knowing that life bites -- that 
every move we make directly affects our future -- and that 
irresponsible behavior eventually produces sorrow and 
pain. Such a person secures his first job and arrives late 
for work three times during the first week. Later, when hd 
is fired i in a flurry of hot words, he becomes bitter and 
frustrated. It was the first time in his life that Mom and 
Dad couldn't come running to rescue him from the un- 
pleasant consequences. (Unfortunately, many American : 
parents still try to bail out the grown children even when} 4 
they are in their twenties and live away from home.) What 
is the result? This overprotection produces emotional 
cripples who often develop lasting characteristics of de-_ 
pendency and a kind of perpetual adolescence. . 

How does one connect behavior with consequences? ; 
By being willing to let the child experience a reasonable 
amount of pain or inconvenience when he behaves irre- 
sponsibly. When Jack misses the school bus through his 
own dawdling, let him walk a mile or,two and enter 
school in midmorning (unless safety factors prevent this); 
If Janie carelessly loses her lunch money, let her skip a 
meal. Obviously, it is possible to carry this principle too 
far, being harsh and inflexible with an immature child. 
But the best approach is to expect boys and girls to carry } 
the responsibility that is appropriate for their age and oc-; 
casionally to taste the bitter fruit that irresponsibility 

‘bears. In so doing, behavior is wedded to consequences, 
just like in real life. |

Christian school, primarily because 
of his potential to bolster their

a very powerfully-built dude, but he 
is also extremely withdrawn and 
not particularly impressive in the 


_ area of scholastic performance. So 


he needs help. 

A well to do family, the 
Tuohy’s, decide to take Michael

“We've some pretty harsh winters 
lately and it’s obvious that a num- 
ber of deer have been lost. In 
some areas, we've had to back off 
on doe permits to try and get the 
deer population back up” 

It’s been a bit more challeng- 
ing to determine hunter success 
this year because there are fewer 
deer check stations available 
throughout the state. It seems ev- 
ident, though, that the deer har- 
vest is similar to 2008 and 
possibly a little smaller, at least to 
this point of the firearm season. 

One possible bit of good 
news, Niewoonder said, is that. 
muzzleloading season might pro- 


duce a decent harvest. The 
firearm season in Michigan ex- 
tends until Nov. 30 and muzzle- 
lading season begins in 
December. Archery season also 
resumes Dec. 1. 
“Muzzeloader season might 
be decent,” Niewoonder said. 
“There was a lot of corn still 
standing when firearm season 


' started and that means a lot of 


deer are still out there that may 
have been taken if the corn wasn't 
there. It could mean more bucks 
hanging around during the latter 
part of firearm season or more © 
deer available during muzzle- 


loader season.”

The pilgrims of Plymouth Colony 
invited the Wampanoag Indians to 
celebrate Thanksgiving with them.

Michigan has a vast network of snow- 
mobile trails, comprising over 6,100 miles 
of mostly interconnected “sled roads” that 
wind through state and national forests, as 
well as private and public lands. Here in 
northern Michigan, where an abundance 
of snow provides excellent riding condi- 
tions all winter long, snowmobiling draws 
thousands of enthusiasts away from the tel-

evision and out into the scenic, winter- 
wonderland every weekend from Decem- 
ber through March. 

And while it’s a lot of fun, snowmobiling 
may also be a great way to stay mentally 
and physically fit during the winter 
months. The Michigan Snowmobile Asso- 
ciation web site has a recent press release 
which observes the average person burns 
about 238 calories an hour maneuvering 
their sled down the trails. Getting out- 
doors is also a wonderful defense against — 
Seasonal Affective Disorder (SAD), a form 
of depression that can result from lack of 
exposure to natural outdoor light during 
the winter. 

Though Michigan's enormous network 
of snowmobile trails may appear seamless 
to the rider, they are actually maintained 
on a local level. 7 


The Department of Natural Resources 
will oversee the administrative aspect of 
the statewide trails program, including trail 
condition inspections. Trail permits are 
$35 this year (up from $25 last season) and 
can be obtained (as can trail maps) at most 
snowmobile dealers, at DNR operation 
service centers, or on-line at the Michigan \ 
Snowmobile Association 
(www.msasnow.org). The permit fees are 
used for maintaining trails and grooming 
equipment, education, and administration 
of the trails program. 

The snowmobile trails officially opened 
on December Ist, and will remain open 


until March 31st, depending on weather 


and trail conditions. So get out there and 
enjoy a Northern Michigan snowmobiling 
adventure... and please be safe.

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Snowmobile Maintenance and Safety Tips 


By Jim Akans 


Safe snowmobiling is about 


understanding your abilities, ca- 


pabilities of your machine, the 
rules of the trail, and taking 
steps to make sure your sled is 
properly maintained. 

Randy Danforth, owner T&R 
Yamaha in East Jordan, notes, 
“First of all, a lot of the new 


equipment is much more sophis- _ 


ticated than in the past, so riders 
should consider having a quali- 
fied technician look at their sled 
to have their pre-season mainte- 
nance done.” 

But what if you really want 
spend the afternoon (and likely 
into the evening) in a cold 
garage, skinning a few knuckles, 
tackling the job yourself? Randy 
has a few key points. 


He notes, “Getting a snowmo- - 


bile ready for the season partly 
depends on how it was put it 
away for the summer. In particu- 
lar, fuel isn’t what it used to be, 
so when the machine is “sum- 
mer-ized” all the fuel should be 
removed to avoid having the car- 
buretors or fuel injectors gum 
up. Even using a gas stabilizer is 
only good for about 30 days. So 
one of the first things to do is re- 


move any old gas and put in 


fresh gas.” 

The next step is to reference 
the service manual for the actual 
sled to identify lubrication 
points and other pre-season 
maintenance tips. Inspect the 
slides, wear bars and track for. 
signs of wear, check the lights, 
and don't forget those hand and 
thumb warmers. 

It's always a good idea to in- 
stall a new set of spark plugs at 
the beginning of the season. An- 
other important component is - 
the battery.

While confidence in the per- 
formance of the machine is im-

The Michigan Snowmobile | 
Safety Course guide offers some 
sound advice for staying safe on 


the trails. Among those tips; 


Always ride with at least one 


other rider and when snowmo- - 


biling in groups, use the “buddy 
system” - where pre-assigned 
“buddies” keep a watch on each 
other during the ride. 

Always ride single file and 
stay on the right side of the trail. 

Stay on posted trails, trespass- 
ing on private land is illegal and 
potentially dangerous. 

Plan your trip in advance, and 
always tell'a friend or family 
member where you are going 
and when you expect to return. 

Beware of fatigue. Try to take 
a break at least once an hour. 

Observe “trail etiquette.” In 
addition to staying on the right’ 


side of the trail, learn hand 
signals, announce your inten- 
tions when passing, slow 
down when being passed, 


yield the right-of-way to 
skiers, horses, or hikers on

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Prepare your gear beforehand. At minimum, a off- 
trail snowmobiler will need: long underwear, base 
layer, snowmobile snowsuit, helmet, snowmobile 

mittens, snowmobiling boots, an emergency kit 


(which will have a beacon for rescue, tools for 


snowmobile repair, water and an emergency blan- 
ket), food for two days, water for-three days, a 
GPS unit and a guide book for the area. 


Check the weather patterns and determine the 
type of terrain you'd like to.tackle. Some places 
boast heavy snowfall in the winters and attract 
fresh powder-enthusiasts. Other places, like in 
northern Canada, have thick, heavy forests that

However, with the increased popularity 
comes ever-increasing danger. With more riders on the trails 
the risk of an accident increases. 

The International Snowmobile Manufacturers Association 
(ISMA) is actively involved in a worldwide campaign to en- 
courage snowmobile safety and safety training programs, 
However, laws governing snowmobile operation vary widely 
among counties in Michigan, and generally, there are fewer re- 
strictions and regulations for operation than for other motor ve- 
hicles, including all-terrain vehicles. 


Causes of Snowmobile Accidents 


Speed is a contributing factor to most fatal snowmobile acci- 
dents. Driving too fast often occurs when alcohol is involved. 
Consuming alcohol will not only impair one's judgment, but 
can also contribute to hypothermia. Driving at night presents

Always wear protective clothing dedeaed for snowmobiling, 
gloves and helmet (with face shield or goggles). 

Take extra precaution at intersections and when crossing road- 
ways.

Of course, never drink and ride. It impairs ability, judgment, re- 
action time, and carries substantial legal repercussions for the oper- 
ator. . 

Riders between 12 and 16 years of age who operate a snowmobile 
without the direct supervision of an adult must complete a Michi- 
gan certified snowmobile course (which is also required for riders in 
this age category in order to cross a highway or street, even with 
adult supervision).

So begins one of the Christ- 
mas seasons most treasured 
carols. Yet with so many tree 
species to choose from, and 
so many needles to sweep off 
the floor, how can the fearless 
Christmas tree hunter and 
gatherer be sure the enduring 
holiday symbol that graces 
their abode will indeed offer 
delight throughout the yule- 
tide season? 

“First of all? notes Keith 
Martell of Martell’s North- 
woods Tree Farm in Gaylord, 
“when shopping for a tree, be 
sure to ask when it was cut. 
Many of the Christmas trees 
sold in lots were cut as long 
ago as October, so they are al- 
most two months old already. 
So it’s no wonder people get - 
disappointed when needles 
begin to fall off as soon as 
they get the tree home. Our 
trees are definitely fresh cut... 
we've been told by some cus- 
tomers that our trees actually 
sprout new growth after being 
placed in the stand!” 

Ah, freshness, like when se- 
lecting produce, is the first 

consideration. Yet if unsure 
about a tree’s freshness, there 
is a simple trick to help opti- 
mize the trees ability to draw 


water after it’s been placed in 
tree stand. 

“When you get the tree 
home, if it’s not fresh-cut) 
Keith observes, “saw about 
one-half inch off base. That 


reopens the pores so the tree 


can draw water freely. The 
tree should use over a gallon 
of water the first day. And 
never let a tree run low on 
water. A fresh cut tree will 
last for at least a month if kept 
hydrated.” 


What about 
species? 


Among the most popular 
species are Frasier Fir, Balsam 
Fir, Douglas Fir, Blue Spruce 
Norway Spruce, Scotch Pine, 
Eastern White Pine and Con- 
color. Generally speaking, 
Firs tend to retain their nee- . 
dles best, Spruces have stiffer 
branches (especially good for 
heavy, homemade orna- 


ments), Scotch Pine has good | 


needle retention and sturdy 
branches (though the needles 
are sharp) and Concolor hold 
needles well and have a slight, 
citrus odor, which is refresh- 
ingly unique. 

“We find the more popular 
choices tend to be Frasier Fir, 
Blue Spruce and Concolor,’ 
states Debbie from Marvin's 
Gardens in Charlevoix. “The 
Concolor has longer needles 
that retain well. Fraser Firs 
also hold needles well, and 
the trees are usually a little

Debbie adds, “Blue spruce 
is one of the most popular.

Scotch 
pine is the most economical 
tree. They tend to be dyed by 


the tree farm as they naturally 
get a brown hue to them in 
the fall as they go into dor- 
mancy.’ 

“Another option is a live 
tree,” notes Betsy Berry of 
Twigs & Blooms in Gaylord. 
“That way you have some- 
thing left after the season. 
The limit, however, is about 
two days in the house or it 
will go dormant.

These words are also true to 
the numerous tax-exempt organi- 
zations that rely on the charitable 
contributions of others for funds 
to support their mission and pro- 
grams. 


Donations to charitable organi-._ 


zations approximated $307 billion 
in 2008 — an impressive figure, 
but down 5.7 percent over the 
prior year, resulting in the largest 
drop in charitable giving in the 
last fifty years. Within the 49735 
zip code, there are 94 tax exempt 


organizations with total income of 
approximately $66 million and 
total assets of approximately $64 
million. As the recession contin- 
ues to grip the nation — charitable 
giving has declined about 1.3 per- 
cent during each of the five of the 
most recent national recessions — 
what is the best way to go about 
choosing which tax-exempt organ- 
ization to support? I strongly en- 
courage you to give what you can, 
but to make sure that you are con- 
fident in the charities on the re- 
ceiving end of your generosity. 

To assist you with this endeavor, | 


- offer the following tips. 


Make sure donations are tax 
deductible. Some organizations 
use the term “tax-exempt” and 
“tax-deductible” interchangeably,

empt refers to the status of the

‘charitable organization and does 


not necessarily mean that contri- 
butions to this organization are 
tax deductible. 

Investigate the charities out- 
comes. Learn about a charity’s 
accomplishments, goals and 
challenges by reviewing its web- 
site and/or talking with staff. 
They should be able to tell you 
about the quality and depth of 
their results as well as their ca- 
pacity to continue to get these re- 
sults, not just the number of 
activities or people served. This 
is a critical step, after all, the 
charity’s ability to bring about - 
long lasting and meaningful 
change in the lives of people and 
communities should be the key 
reason for your financial invest- 
ment. The charity’s Form 990 
(Tax Return for Exempt Organi- 
zations) is a public document 
that should be reviewed to verify 
the charity’s stated accomplish- 
ments. 

Trust your charity. After 
you have thoroughly vetted a 
charity, trust it to spend your gift 
appropriately. Donors who des- 
ignate their donations for spe- 
cific activities hamstring 
charities and can become a road- 
block in the charity’s quest to do 
good work. Charities need unre- 
stricted gifts so that they have 
the flexibility to respond to 


changing demands for their serv- 
ices. 

Before you make your mone- 
tary gift, please keep in mind 
some very important tax law 
provisions that have taken effect 
in recent years. 

To deduct any charitable do- 
nation of money, regardless of 
amount, a taxpayer must have a 
bank record or a written commu- 
nication from the charity show- 
ing the name of the charity and 
the date and amount of the con- 
tribution. Bank records include 
canceled checks, bank or credit 
union statements, and credit card 
statements. Bank or credit union 
statements should show the 
name of the charity, the date, and 
the amount paid. Credit card 
statements should show the 
name of the charity, the date, and 
the transaction posting date. 

Donations of money include 
those made in cash or by check, 
electronic funds transfer, credit 
card, and payroll deduction. For 
payroll deductions, the taxpayer 
should retain a pay stub, a Form 
W-2 wage statement or other 
document furnished by the em- 
ployer showing the total amount 
withheld for charity, along with 
the pledge card showing the 
name of the charity. For dona- 
tions made by credit card, re- 
member that contributions are
